Mr. Ileady's Kesoliitinns. 

The following resolutions were offered by 
Mr. Heady, of Bullitt, in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, [on Wednesday, January 21, 
1863, and should have been published in 
the proceedings of that day, but we were 
compelled to omit them, owing to the crowd- 
ed state of our columns, viz: 

Whereas, the operations of the Federal 
and Confederate armies in Kentucky, and 
the devastation of property, personal securi- 
ty, and happiness of her people consequent 
upon the rebel invasion of her territories, 
together with the sacrifice of many of her 
noblest sons, who have enriched the earth 
with their precious blood as water poured 
from the clouds, have illustrated to all think- 
ing men the folly of disunion as a remedy 
lor a bad administration; whereas, the Pres- 
ident has broke faith with the Union States, 
which have furnished the supplies of men 
and money for the army, by adding new com- 
plications and issues to the war; in this, 
that the President, has with the concurrence 
of Congress, after receiving into the Federal 
service large qoutas of troops from the bor- 
der slave States, pressed upon Baid States, 
with great tenacity, the question of selling 
the slave property 'of said States for th 
bonds of the United States, in violation of 
all constitutional law, State and Federal 
the President has not kept faith with tlie 
Union States in this, that on the 1st day of 
January, 1863, he issued his proclamation 
which assumes the power to give freedom to 
the slaves of the rebel States, in conflict with 
the Constitutions of the United Stales and 
of said States respectively; thus dealing a 
blow to the Union cause, thus attempting to 
change the character of the war, by associ- 
ciating and incorporating with the Union 
struggle the great and cruel wrong of aboli- 
tion, an act in rebellion and contempt ol 
allegiance to the Constitution of the United 
States; and, whereas, the present surround- 
ings and temper of the times indicate that 
no good and great results are to be attained 
by the war as it is proposed to be carried on, 
and as at present conducted by both armies 
— nothing accomplished but the slaughter of 
the brave men and youth of all the States 
— nothing hut the ruin and bankruptcy of 
the nation — with nothing left for re union 
but the maimed bodies of the surviving sol- 
diers, the ashes of cities, and temples of 
vyorship — the desolate hearth-stones, and 
woes without number, of a bereaved and fal- 
len nation. Therefore be it 

Resolved bv the General Assembly of (he Com- 
monwealth, of Kentucky, That the Legislature 
is ready and anxious to co-operate with the 
Legislatures of the other States in any ef- 
fort which may be concurred in and approv- 
ed by Congres for an honorable peace, based 
on the restoration of the Constitution and 
the Union, of which it is the only lawful 
bond aiid guarantee of safety, and to that 
end recommend the calling of a National Con- 
vention ol delegates elected by the people 
of all the States, or such States as approve 
the measure, yi pursuance of the acts of 
the Legislatures of the States, providing for 

the election of delegates, to meet at , 

on the day of , 1S63. 

Resolved, That the Governor is requested 
to communicate a copy of the foregoing reso- 
lutions to the President of the United States, 
and to the Oovcrnors of all the Slates, and 
through them to Congress and the Legisla 
lures respectively.

[From La Eoz Do Chile. (Translation.)] 
' General William NeNon. 

Very few who live in this forgetful but novelty 
loving capital of Chile, can liavo forgotten the 
bold anil martial figure of a young sailor, who 
was our guest during tho festivals of 185C and 
1857 f and whom we all, moro or less, have known 
either in the aristocratic saloons to which he had 
oasy and brilliant access, or in tho public prom 
rnndo*. where his magnificent aud almost collos- 
sal figuro attr.ictod tho gaze and admiration of 
theconcursc. This remarkable man, then holding 
but the rank of a simple lieutenant in the navy, 
was Major General William Nelssn, who has just 
died in his own country, in a manner as tragic as 
lauionUblc, after having displayed in tho terrific 
struggle now rending the American Union, the 
most extraordinary abilities as a soldier. 

Moreover, William Nelson was tho brother of 
tho Hon. Thomas Henry Nelson, tho distinguish- 
ed and popular Minister *of tho United States 
who, not only in his official character, but by his 
courtesy as a private gentleman, has recalled 
among us tho hearty good will acquired, wherov 
cr he went, by his unfortunato brother. It ap 
pears to us, therefore, almost a hospitable duty to 
to consecrato a few lines to tho memory of the 
young hero who, so inopportunely and so deeply 
ly rcgiettod, has falloa at tho outset of a truly 
wonderful career. 

In tracing with hasty touches this sketch, wo 
havo availed ourselves of some of the newspapers 
of the United States, received by tho last steamer, 
and may be, at the saino time, permitted to col- 
lect the scattorcd personal memo ies, which the 
tragic death of our friend has only revived. 

William Nelson was born in the city of Mays- 
villc, in the central Stato of Kentucky, and baro- 
ly reached fifteen years, when ho entered tho na- 
vy, being received iuto the naval school at Annap- 
olis. 

In 1310 ho, for the first timo, left this establish- 
ment, sailing on bis first cruise as midshipman of 
tho sloop-of-war Yorktown. On this vessel, he 
ho came for the first time, being still a more 
youth, to tho Pacific where he remained two or 
three years. 

Returning to the United States in 1S43, ho un- 
derwent his examination at Annapolis, aud was 
in consequence promoted to the rank of passed 
midshipman, in whicji capacity ho was embarked 
on board tho ship Raritan, which was afterwards 
go well known in our waters. 

Young Nolson afterwards was transferred to 
tho steamer Scourge, and on board of that vossel 
was proscnt at tho siege of Vera Cruz, during the 
Mexican war in command of a naval battery, in 
which service he notably distinguished himself, 
■sineo which ho ever uiado artillery bis favorite 
study. 

At the close of tho war, Nelson was transferred 
to the Mediterranean station whore he remained 
two or thrco years, returning to the United States 
on the steamer Mississippi, which brought the il- 
lustrious Kossuth to tho shores of America. 
Young Nelson, who was extremely enthusiastic 
and kind in manner, easily won the regard of the 
ox-dictator of Hungary, and accompanied him in 
most of his travels through tho North. 

After a brict furlough, Nelson went at the close 
of 1854 to to tho Pacific station, where ho was 
appointed commander ol tho storcship I'reUonia, 
anchored in the Bay of Valparaiso, as a depot of 
stores for tho American Squadron. 

To this circumstance do we owe the residence 
among us, for nearly three years, of Nelson, leav- 
ing at his departure imperishable memories amoLg 
his friends. Ho was as jovial as kind — as frank 
in manner as distinguished in bearing; as cultiva- 
ted a gentleman as he was a loyal and courteous 
comrade He possessed, moreover, many social 
attractions, speaking perfectly five or six lan- 
guages, delighting in the dance — (even rendering 
himself famous in tho national zamaeutca) and 
was deemed a decidod amateur in music. Ono ol 
the writers who has described his tragic death, 
mentions that shortly beforo tho catastrophe, he 
hummed with exquisite tasto a favorito airfiom 
II Trevatort. His finer qualities were, however, 
dimmed by an cxtromo impetuosity of temper, 
raanilcstcd at times by strange acts, such as that 
which in an evil hour cost him his life. 

Many aro the incidents, illustrative of the char- 
acter and spirit ot" Nelson, treasured among the 
many friends he left in Chile; but we cannot re- 
frain from hero recording an incident which test- 
ed his extraordinary presence of mind, no less 
than bis herculean strength. 

During his residence in Valparaiso, Nelson was 
accustomed to take part in the fox hunts, then 
grevtly in fashion among the English of that port. 
Upon ono of theso occasions, tho horse upon 
which" an estimable young Chilean was mounted, 
fell in attempting to leap a ditch, crushing be- 
neath him the body of his rider. 

All supposed him killed, and, in order to obtain 
the victim, or rather his remains, it was proposed 
to shoot the horse. Nelson objected, stating that 
the dying throes of the animal might extinguish 
the latent spark of life remaining in his rider, and 
proceeded at once to tic, with a stout cravat he 
wore, the four legs of the horse. Then making a 
superhuman effort, he lifted the animal sufficient- 
ly to allow tho others to draw out the scarcely liv- 
ing rider, who thus miraculously escaped. It 



will be conceived that Nelson was capable of per- 
forming this prodigy of strength, when it is re- 
membered that he was at that time, although on- 
ly 33 or 34 years of ago, of tho weight of at least 
250 pounds. At his death ho weighed uoarly 
300. 

Nelson notwithstanding his stature, was nei- 
ther obese, nor was wanting in tho agility or 
grace of an "elegante." It is true that like Henry 
tho Sth he broke down three or four horses in a 
day's ride; but after a gallop at Aeuleo.or to 
the fig groves of tho Catrace, we frequently 
found him an elegant and tasteful gentleman to the 
salons, where moro than once, carried away by 
tho spontaneousness of his disposition, he was 
seen to kneel bofore somo lovely Chilean, to whom 
the dashing sailor sworo a lovo as inconstant as 
the billows of his own element. 

That which made Nelson most popular among 
us was that spirit of fun and good humor so char- 
acteristic of the Chileans, and of whioh the 
Americans of the North, so different from tho cir- 
cumspect English, aro so willing to become pleas- 
ant abettors. Many are the amusing jokes re- 
membered of Nelson. Upon one occasion he re- 
moved -the hat of the servant in a pistol gallery 
at Valparaiso, by a well directed ball, paying him 
on the spot for the damage and the fright with a 
handful of coin, for bo was as accurate a shot as 
he was a finished gentleman. During a long resi 
denco at Aculco, he took part in all the rustic 
sports of our country, it being his favorite amuse- 
ment to "chaso tho herds" at tho annual cattle 
hunt. 

When at the close of 1857, Lieut. Nelson rc 
turned home, he bore with him many affectionate 
souvenirs which he loyally requited, sending fre 
qucnt letters and gifts to his friends. One of the 
latter possesses a beautiful rifle, which he sent 
him from Kentucky, where, as is well known, if 
they do not make the finest rifles, they have at 
least the finest riflemen in the world, as tho En 
Itth found to their cost at the battle of New Or- 
leans. 

While peace reigned over the great republic 
Nelson filled no commission of importance, after 
his return home. But scarcely had the rebellion 
which broke out in the Spring of 1861 begun 
when he was called into active service, being en 
trusted with the chief command of the flotilla of 
gunboats which was to operate along the line of 
tho Ohio. The famo onjoyed by Nelson as an ar 
lillery officer, rendered him most appropriate for 
those operations, whose results have been 10 as 
tonishing in favor of the Union. 

From the beginning of the war tho State o 
Kentucky, by her central situation and her re 
sources, was destined to bo the thcatro of grea' 
military operations, and her brave sons to play 
an important part in tho struggle. Two men 
were presented to the Government as the most ap 
propriate to arouse tho energies of that warlike 
and forest born race — Major Anderson, who had 
firod tho first cannon-shot from the casemates ol 
Fort Sumpter, against the rebels, and Lieutenant 
Nelson, commander of the Ohio gunboat floct — 
both natives of tho Stato aud both well known to 
ber citizens. 

Anderson was first named, but his health fail- 
ing, was succeeded by Nolson, in his post of agi- 
tator of tho people and recruiter of volunteers. 
Tho latter consequently formed various tnilitary 
eamps in the State, and recruiting sundry thou- 
sands of his fellow-citizens, opened the campaign 
against tho Southern invaders, defeating them in 
many partial encounters, until the powerful army 
of Buell entered the State, destined to drive the 
rebels from her soil. Nelson organized his volun- 
teers in a powerful division, which he himsell 
commanded as Brigadier Goueral, incorporating 
it in Bucll's army. 

At the bead of this brilliant body of men Nel- 
son, pertorming prodigies of personal valor, de- 
cided the bloody battle of Shilob, in which, with- 
out his opportune arrival, the Federal troop- 
would have perhaps suffered a most irreparable 
defeat. Nelson was promoted to the rank of Ma- 
jor General for this famous deed of arms. 

In consequenco of his new promotion Nelson 
remained commander-in-chief of the forces of the 
Stato of Kentucky, and as such commanded in 
person at the battlo of Richmond, undertaken 
against his order, and in which, notwithstanding 
he was wounded, ho rotired gallantly in tho lace 
of the enemy. 

His wound soarco hoalcd, finding Louisville, the 
capital of the State, threatened by an army ol 
thirty thousand men, ho hastened to its assist- 
ance, took command of the forces, displayed ex- 
traordinary energy, even to 'the sending out ol 
tbo city all the wotuou and children, and was pre 
paring to take the field against the enemy, when, 
in the Gait House, whero he was stopping, the 
sad ovent occurred, which snatched him from life, 
which is known to all. 

Tho press of tho State of Kentucky, as well as 
that of the whole Union, is in mourning for the 
death of General Nelson, whom many writers call 
''an extraordinary man, for whom were open the 
most brilliant positions in the country." And — 
it cannot bo doubted — there must have been 
something powerful and rare in the nature of the 
young soldier, who, from the rank of a simple 
naval officer rose, in the space of a single year, to 
the highest military rank in his country's gift, 
without awakening envy or censure, in a country 
where the press daily thunders against tho in- 
competent or the favorite. 

Upon the occasion of tho solemn funeral cere- 
monies at tho burial of the unfortunate Nelson, 
tho popularity he had won was most emphatically 
manifested. His whole division, composed oi 
more than twelve thousand men, escorted his 
coffin, and six Generals bore it upon their should- 
ers, and, strange to say, three of theso perished 
four days later in tho battle of Perryvtllo, which 
saved Louisville, aud in which Nelson would havo 
taken so conspicuous a part. 

And still more strange in this war of giants, 
where groups of young and brilliant Generals 
move from the borders of a comrade's sepulchre 
and march to their own — that one of these — 
Brigadier General Jas. S*. Jackson, who also died 
gloriously at Perryville, should have left, in one 
of the Louisville papers, the epitaph of his con 
rado Nelson in the beautiful words, worthy of 
fallen hero and of him about to fall. 

Tbcy are as follows, arftl with -them we close 
this hasty sketch, which we trust to be permitted 
to offer to the family of Mr. Nelson in Chile, as a 
slight palliative to their most hearty affliction: 
Nelson is dead — mourn citizens of Kentucky, 
mourn. Your noblest son has gono from your 
midst. Weep, soldiers of Kentucky, weep. Your 
GOmradc in danger, your leader in battle, your 
beloved General, is no more — his equal you will 
never find again. Brave, chivalric, noble, and 
true, the idol of us all, where, oh whoro, shall we 
rind another, whose voice is so cheering, whose 
step so dauntless, whose eyo so keen, and whose 
heart so true as that of our lost, our gallant Nel- 
son? 

There will be weeping o'er the land, there will 
be sorrow in every soldier's heart; eyes which the 
tears of sorrow havo never washed before, will 



. weep for Nelson; soldiers and heroes who havo 
stood unmoved amid the din of battle, who have 
bent not for the shrieking shell or whistling ball, 
| will bend their hearts in sorrow low and weep for 
|Nelson. Who that saw his noble form at Sl.iioh 
will ever forget it? Who is it that remembers his 
heroism upon the plains of Richmond, when figh 
ing for his native Stato, that will not weep for 
the fallen hero? Ohl Kentucky! what a loss is 
thinel Oh! soldiers! what a loss is ours. 

"1 have not wept before for many years, but 
when I think of tho cruel fate that snatched ray 
beloved Generul from me, I feel that tears of 
blood could scarcely wash my sorrow away. 
Earth never gave a truer friend, a braver Gen 
oral, or a more devotod patriot, than Major Gen 
eral William Nelson, of Kentucky. History will 
do justice to his character and to his fame, whil 
his memory will livo as long as true mon breathe 
or soldiers bear arms."
